Upland, Ontario and Chaffey 
Teams To Vie in Novel 
Grid Program 








At least 150 football players in 
the Chaffey district will partici- 
pate in a gridiron festival on 
Graber field Friday night as a 
benefit for the Chaffey band uni- 
form fund. 

Sixty minutes of hard fighting. 
fast football is anticipated as 
teams made up of Chaffey high 
school seniors play the juniors and 
the Chaffey junior college fresh- 
men play the sophomores. Also 
playing will be the teams of Up- 
land, Ontario and Fontana junior 
high schools and the Chaffey soph- 
omores. 

After officials were unable to 
find a suitable opponent for the 
Chaffey jaysee eleven, plans were 
centered on pitting against each 
other the local foes. Play will 
start at 7:80 o’clock. There will 
be no intermission, such as between 
halves. The games will be short, 
from 12 to 18 minutes. As one 
pair of teams leave the field an- 
other set of opponents will line up 
for the kick-off. 

To bring about a more open style 
of playing, special rules for the 
games have been adopted. The 
new rules provide that in each 
series of four downs at least one 
play must be a forward pass. An- 
other change makes it possible for 
a player to run with a fumble. 
Regular rules call a fumbled ball 
dead as soon as it is recovered. 

Prominent throughout the even- 
ing will be the Chaffey band, for 
which funds are being sought in 
the community. At least $1800 is 
needed to fit out the musicians in 


uniforms. Expense of Friday’s 
grid program will be virtually 
nothing. Receipts from _ ticket 


sales will go to the band uniform 
fund. 

Tickets for the event are being 
sold. Sponsors’ tickets, admitting 
two people, are being sold for $5. 
Purchasers of these tickets will be 
seated in a reserved section in 
center of the grandstand. Other 
tickets are $1, while students’ 
tickets are 50 cents and 25 cents.

First teams to play Friday will 
participate in a round-robin style 
of playing. Upland junior high 
school and Ontario junior high 
school, for example, will play for 
five minutes. Ontario will then 
take on the Chaffey frosh for five 
minutes. The Upland team will 
again take the field for five min- 
utes of play against the frosh. 

Chaffey sophomores will play 12 
minutes against the Fontana frosh 
eleven. 

Seniors on the Chaffey high 
school squad and juniors on the 
Squad will battle each other for 15 
minutes. 

As a climax and to settle an an- 
nual grudge will be the game be- 
tween the freshmen on the Chaf- 
fey junior college squad and the 
sophomores on the squad.
